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1 The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees.

Claims 27-29 and 31 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 4 of U.S. Patent No. 7,329,1 14. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because claim 4 of US Patent -114 sets forth the basic claimed die assembly 
recited in instant claim 27, the die assembly being in combination with other structure in 
the patent. It is obvious to eliminate structure when such is not needed, and the 
elimination of the heater and heat tunnel in US patent -114 would have been obvious on 
that basis. The only discernible die structure difference is that the die of -1 14 does not 
have a bottom surface over which the embossing foil is located. It would have been 
obvious to have provided a bottom surface for the die of US Patent -114 and provide the 
embossing foil thereover to stamp the bottom of the substrate. The outer sleeve of

instant claim 29 is submitted to have been an obvious structure to house the die 
elements and the elastomeric pad of instant claim 31 would have been obvious to 
cushion the stamping. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Upon closer review of the case and the IDS filed February 25, 2009, US Patent 
7,329,1 14 to Harper et al has been found to contain a claim -claim 4 — that would 
render the subject matter of instant claims 27-29 and 31 obvious thereover. A terminal 
disclaimer would obviate the rejection and place the application in condition for 
allowance.
